Dispatcher Garnet Cook, on duty at the time, reports" 
that an emergency fire call was made by a woman who was 
so panic-stricken she. hung up without giving her exact 
address, name or phone number. - if *3 

WITH THE 911 SYSTEM, Mrs. Cook was able to "call' 
back" the woman, even though her phone number had not 
been verbally given. 

The house's exact location was determined and, during 
the second phone Icall? the Twoman indicated that her 
children might be trapped in, the house. 

-When Mrs. Cook called. her a third time, the woman 
reported that the children had evacuated the house on 
their own. = 

FIREMEN ARRIVED at the scene, Cedar Drive, off 
Deep Lake Rd., "and found heavy smoke coming from the 
second floor. 

The house was saved with what the fire department 
reported as "only minor damage to the structure and 
contents." 

Fire Chief Tod Maplethorpe said the suspected cause of 
the fire was a small child playing with a cigarette lighter.

Hearing experts speculate on a number of reasons for 
what to them was a "surprising increase" — a better 
means of -general medical treatment which now enables 
people to survive diseases which would ordinarily killed 
them in the past but now leave "them with physical 
disabilities as an aftermath, such as the. hearing 
impairment caused by meningitis, once considered a fatal 
disease. Also, a Sizeable increase fn the i incjden_ce_ of 
congenital deafness, largely the result of the increasing 
number of -marriages among people with this form .of 
deafness; and the increased length of life expectances 
since gradual hearing loss is associated with aging.

Healthy House Plants 

Essentially, there are two 
kinds of house plant s, either 
of which can make~~your- 
home look and feel livelier 
and lovelier: plain green- 
leaved and variegated, or 
flowering plants. The former 
are often easier to grow; the 
latter, often "more of a 
pleasure to show. — * 

House plants of either kind 
often need repotting. You 
can toll they've become pot- 
~bound— when' - they produce- 
little or no new growth and 
dry out quickly,, even after 
frequent watering. The roots 
of- such plants may protrude 
from drainage holes. 

Generally, young plants 
should be repotted once a 
year, usually, in spring. Estab- 
lished plants need repotting 
about every two to three 
years.. A pot-bound plant 
should be_ transplanted only 
when its soil is slightly moist. 
The Reader's Digest 
Illustrated Guide to ^Gar- 
dening, a 672-page, easy-to- 
read book. on most aspects of 
' gardening, suggests you invert 
the pot-bound plant and 
shake out; the- ball of roots 
and soil, ease away some of 
the old soil and set the root 
ball on fresh potting soil Lin 
the new ' pot. Trickle more 
soil around it. Hold the plant 
loosely by the stem and firm 
the soil with your fingers.

And it 
sometimes includes the use of 
weapons, such as spurs or 
antlers, to fight off other suit- 
ors, says the bimonthly publi- ' 
cation of the National Wild- 
life Federation. 

Along with * the peacock, 
the male grouse and turkey 
use their feathers to catch the 
attention of prospective 
mates. The grouse - raises a
